High Court of Justice. 


Robbins vs. Henderson. This action 
came on for trial last week at the 
non-jury sittings at Belleville before

PHYSICIANS RELY ON NATURE. 


Many doctors, always regardful of 
the condition and temperament of 
the individual patient who consults 
them, in a general way are disposed 
to advise the patient to make his 
summer wear serve also for the win- 
ter, to keep to his low cut shoes and 
his summer weight stockings, to get 
an overcoat that shall be as light in 
weight as possible, to avoid all 
mufllers of whatever kind, to leave 
the throat open to the winds and 
weathers, to work and sleep in well 
ventilated rooms, and to be unspar- 
ing of the use of cold water in its 
office of stimulating the blood ves- 
sels of the skin. 

Perhaps the manufacturer of heavy 
woolen underwear or of woolen un- 
derwear of any weight or purpose is 
finding more blocking influences 
among the physicians to-day than is 
the manufacturer and vender of al- 
most any patent modicine. Dr. Ar- 
nold ©. Kiebs, of Chicago, is one 
of the strongest ol these dissenters 
from the wrapping-up school of dress 
as it once existed, and when a pa- 
tient comes to him clothed in wool- 
on underwear the man frequently 
gets the surprise of his life when the 
doctor tells him that he cannot get 
out of hia wools too quickly. 

“Put him into elastic woven wear 
of either cotton or linen,“ he saves: 
“then let him get into an outside 
woolen shirt until such time as the 
removal of the woolen outside shirt 
itself may be accomplished without 
danger. Then for all time after let 
him keep clear of wearing wool next 
the skin, even to his stockipes. 


WORN FOR CLEANLINESS. 


Wool is one of the least desirable 
substances of which to make under- 
wear. Underwear is worn for clean 
liness, not for warmth, and the wool- 
en garment is one of the least clean- 
‘ly when it is worn next to the skin. 
The wool fibre has a micrdéscopic 
scale which after a time becomes 
clogged with dirt; as a garment it is 
difficult to wash the shirt at all, and 
after a few washings it thickens in- 
to a veritable felt, which stops all 
Ventilation of tho body through it, 
bes, any woolen under- 
wear is an irritition to the skin.

NON-SINKABLE SHIPS. 


Successful Experiments Tried af 
Portsmouth. 


A large party of experts journeyed 
to Southampton, England, recently 
to inspect a new patent fitted on 
the Hamburg-American liner Deutsch- 
land by an English firm, by means 
ot which a steamer can be rend 
practically unsinkable. The method 
is one known as the Stono-Lioyd 
system, and the demonstration took 
place in perfect smoothness, and ful-k 
ly showed the value of the invention. 
All steamers are now-a-days divided 
into water-tight compartments - by 
bulkheads, and for greater security . 
passenger steamers of the first-class 
are so divided into numerous com- 
partments. For the purpose of work 
ing the ship these bulkheads have to 
he plerced with openings for the pam 
sage of officers, engineers, firemen, 
and others, which openings are fitted 
with water-tight doors. There art 
twenty-four of these in the Deutsch 
land. At the approach of danger 
orders are issued for all bulkheads 
to be closed, and if these orders arm 
carried out each compartment & 
rendered individually water-tight and 
| secure. On the other hand, should 
|mishap occur suddenly or any other 
cause prevent the closing of the bulle 
head doors the division of the ship’ 
hull into water-tight compartments 
is ineflective.

The lake, which is about a quarter

feet, lies in a cuy-like depression on 
the summit of a mountain, He ur- 
face being about ten thousand feet 
above the sea-level and several hun- 
dred feet above the surrounding 
plain. A tunnel clevon hundred feet 
in length is being driven through 
the side of the hill at a level 
of about seventy feet below the sur’ 
face of the water. A vertical shaft 
is bei g sunk from a point near the 
edge to meet the tunnel, which is 
ahi en irom both ends.

WHAT IMAGINATION DOES 
“THOS. FLYNN, OF NEW YORK. 


Died of Hydrophobia Though 
Never Bitten By Any 
Animal. 


That imagination alone can 
about death has been proved 
mam autientic cakes, perhaps 
most startling being that which took 
fla e lait month, when Thomas 
Fun, of New York, died in St. 
ry * Hospital from hydrophobia. 
I was conclusively proved at the 
mutopsy that Flynn bad never been 
bitten. or scratched by any dog or 
other animal, and how it was that 
he came to develop rabies puzzled the 
entire hospital stall, until some Nght 
was thrown on the mystery by 4 
member of Flynn's family. This 
person, his son, asserted that his 
father was possessed of so vivid an 
imagination that he could make bim- 
self believe so absolutely in being 
the victim of a disease that after a 
few days the malady would actually 
make its appearance. 

This explanation was laughed at 
by the medical men, and a thorough 
Investigation of Fiynn’s antecedents 
was made, the result being that it 
was conclusively proved that not 
enly had the unfortunate man never 
been bitten by any an but that 
neither was there any of any 
member of his family’ ¢ having 
been bitten, and therefore the possi- 
ble chance of infection was negatived,. 

Flynn, it appears, was a bit of a 
hypnotist, and took unnatural inter- 
est in hydrophobia cases, cage ly 
reading the numerous descriptive ac- 
counts in connection with the terri- 
ble complaint which appear from 
time to time in the daily papers. 
Over and over again assured his 
friends that 

HE SHOULD DIE OF RABIES, 
and on September Sth last he devel- 
oped peculiar symptoms, and when he 
attempted to swallow he had a con- 
vulsion. Dr. Daniel Juston was 
sent for, and after examing the pa- 
tient he declared he was suffering 
from hydrophobla and ordered his 
removal to St. Marys Hospital, 
where bo died in great agony, bark 
ing, frothing at the mouth, and suf- 
fering every symptom of rabies. 

The only explanation of this 
strange death is that Flynn was a 
victim ot auto-suggestion or sell 
bypnottem, a few cases of which are 
on record. Dr. Charles W. Brand- 
e.burgh, Professor of Therapeutic 
Suggestion in the New York Eclectic 
College aud a student of hypnotism, 
‘declared that Flynn's case was the 
most extraordinary that had ever 
come under his notice, and thought, 
with his colleagues, that the man 
must certainly have got himself into 
n condition resembling hydrophobia 
by auto-suggestion, > 

Dr. Rolin E. Smith, who has 
spent the best part of his profession- 
al life in the study of hydrophobia, 
cites many cases where patients un- 
der the delusion that they have 
lrabies have died from the disease, 
brought on through fear. One par- 
ticularly interesting case Dr. Smith 
refers to, and one which caused con- 
siderable comment at the time of its 
occurrence, 


NOW SOME SIX YEARS AGO, 


This was the case of Thomas Glenn 
who died in St. Michael's Hospital, 
Newark, in 1897. In this instance 
there was something for the victim 
to found his imagination on, for he 
had really been bitten By a dog—a 
little toy-terrier, whose teeth had 
scarcely punctured the askin.

ARSENICAL POISONING. 


Recommendations of Commission 
on Food and Drink. 


A London despatch says: — Tho 
royal commission on arserical pois- 
oning from food and drink recom- 
mends the prohibition of the sale of 
beer and other liquid food, or of any 
lig. di ente ing into the composition 
of food which contains one-hundredth 
of a grain or more of arsenic per 
gallon, and the prohibition of the 
sale of solid food containing one- 
hundredth of a grain per pound, no 
matter whether habitually consumed | 
in large or small quantities, or | 
whether corsumed as one (like golden 
syrup) or mixed with water or other 
substances (like chicory, etc).’" The 
commissioners find there are serious 
defets in the present machinery 
available to safeguard the public, 
and urge that more extended powers 
be’ given to the authorities to con- 
demn unwholesome food, the estab- 
lishment of official standards“ and 
the creation of a board of refer- 
ente, to which could be referred 
spe ifie points and whose cecisions 
should be carried out by the depart- 
ment concerned, the latter’a action 
being subject to the control of Par- 
liament.

their own making. The King says: 
| By a letter forwarded some tinte 
ago to all the provinces, I forbade 
trame in men of the Galla tribe. I 
also intimated that those guilty of 
this offense would be excommunicated 
from the Christian Church of Abys- 
sinia, but you refuse to cease making 
Slaves of the Galla men. 

Now beware. You who are taken 
jin the act of enslaving the Gallas 
will no longer, as heretofore, be fined 
or turned out of the church. But 
you will be punished in your own 
persons, by which I mean will be 
subjected to the penalty of mutila- 
tion. 

This is certainly one of the most 
drastic measures yet taken against 
slave trading in Africa. The Gallas 
are a fine tribe, widely spread over 
the country south of Abyssinia. A 
large part of their territory, by 
agreement between Meneleck and 
Great Britain, now lies within the 
King's demain. 

The Abyssinians, with their guns 
and superior military skill, have re- 
garded Gallaland as their poaching 
ground and have inflicted great hard- 
ships upen the natives, whom they 
rebbed frequently, not only of their 
preduce but also of their liberty. 

The evil has been increasing. Abys- 
siniana have seemed to think that 
the easiest way to acquire wealth 
was to make a raid in Gallaland and 
carry home a few scores of natives 
to sell as slaves. The crimes com- 
mitted against this superior tribe 
have been the scandal of Menelek's 
reign. The Gallas have been power- | 
less to make affective defenco, 
though they have lost. no opportun- 
ity of spearing individual Abyssini- 
ans or very small parties and specd- 
ily decamping to avoid detection. 

Years ago the Arabs were wont 
to invade the Galla country and 
take hundreds of the natives into 
slavery. In recent years, however, 
the Abyssinisns have been the only 
oppressors,

ed—one can make Christmas candies 
for home use and fill gift boxes for 
very much less than it costs to buy 
the best candies.

ing, and to be successful, the sugar 
must be boiled to just the right 
degree. Several technical names are 
used by confectioners for the difforent 
degrees of heat ta which the syrup 
is brought in the operation of candy- 
making. The smooth degree indi- 
cates a thick syrup; dip a stick into 
it, and if it is oily to the touch the 
degree is reached. This may be used 
tor crystalizing purposes. The thread 
state is reached when the syrup, tak- 
en from the stick with the finger, se- 
parates quickly and hangs in small 
threads. The feather condition is 
when it may be drawn out, like fine 
hairs, without breaking it. The ball 
degree is reached when on taking the 
stick from the syrup and dipping it 
inte cold water the sugar can be 
worked like putty. The crack de- 
gree is when the sugar leaves the 
stick clean when dipped into cold 
water, and snaps into pieces when 
hit.

at a time into the cream until as 
deep a color is obtained as is re 
ulred. 

For coloring yellow, take half an 
ounce of saffron and add to it two 
ounces of alcoho] and four of water. 
Lot the mixture stand reveral days 
before using. It has a deep orange 
color, and weed in small quantities 
gives a beautiful yellow shade. 

“To color green, crush and cook a 
fow spinach leaves in water, strain 
them ard use the liquid. 

Fruit juices also make an excellent 
coloring for creams. 

To make fruit glace take quarters 
of orange, white grapes, or any fruit 
from which the juice does not run 
too freely, and dip them into the 
melted fondant and place on oiled 
paper until dry. Fondant also 
makes delicious icing for cakes, 

Of all the delicacies from fondant 
perhaps that most generally liked are 
chocolate cream drops. To prepare 
them take the cream, flavour it and 
form it into little balls or cones 
and place on plates. Let the cones 
harden slightly on the surface—an 
hour will be sufficient—boefore cover- 
ing. Break into small pieces a cake 
of plain chocolate and place in a 
saucepan, set the pan in another con- 
taining boiling water and stand over 
the fire until the chocolate becomes 
entirely melted; drop two or three 
of the cream bal's into the © melted 
chocolate at one time and roll 
around to cover all sides; lift them 
out with a two-tined fork or a piece 
of wire twisted into a loop, hold a 
moment to allow the extra chocolate 
to drain off, and place them on pap- 
er or buttered plates until they be- 
come cold. When less chocolate is 
required the covering may be prepar- 
ed thus: Put half a pound of choco- 
late in a pan and set over boiling 
water, When it is soft add four 
ounces of confectioners’ sugar and 
flavor with vanilla extract; mix well 
and cover the cream balls with plain 
chocolate.

that a sheep farm is a clean farm. 

Sheep breeders like all other live 
stock growers, should start out with 
some definite aim in view. In Can- 
ada this will doubtless be the pro- 
duction of mutton for the home and 
foreign markets, with woolgrowing 
merely as a side linc. The breed 
chosen should be one adapted to 

THE PURPOSE IN VIEW, 

as well one for which the farmer 
has a liking. In addition to this, 
it must be a breed suited to the con- 
ditions of soll and climate prevail- 
ing in the locality. As a general 
rule the heavier breeds do best on 
somewhat lowlying or level land, 
While the lighter breeds prefer up- 
land or even mountainous country. 
These characteristics are largely due 
to the nature of tho soil in the dis- 
trict where oach breed origiuated, as 
has been shown by Mr. Primrose Mc- 
Connell in his excellent work on Aug- 
ricultural Gpology. If a purebred 
flock is to be kept, the farmer should 
choose a popular breed or one gain- 
ing in popularity, in order to be rea- 
sonably sure of a demand for his 
stock. Whether the flock be pure- 

red or grade, a knowledge of the 
anatomy of the sheep, and of the mo- 
thods of treating common disorders 
of sheep will prove of decided value 
to the owner. 

In starting o flock, only healthy, 
robust ewes should be selected, and 
all of them should he of the same 
type. They should be mated with a 
first-class ram of similar type, and 
one of the same breed as the ewe 
flock, unless the farmer is crossing 
for some special purpose and does 
not intend to retain the progeny for 
breeding. “Each year the ewes should 
be carefully weeded out, only the best 
being retained; too many Canadian 
farmers in the past have followed ex- 
actly the opposite course, allowing 
buyers to pick out the best specimens 
and retaining only the cull females 
tor breeding. By following the sys- 
tem of culling closely, a high degree 
of uniformity will in a few years be 
established in the flock. Every far- 
mer knows that the presence of a 
few culls in a lot of animals always 
proves an obstacle to a sale at a 
remunerative price; therefore great 
pains should be taken to have the 
flock of ‘ 

UNIFORMITY GOOD QUALITY. 


Good, comfortable, roomy sheds 
or stabling for the cold and stormy 
weather are necessary. These need 
not be expensive, but should be 
well ventilated, free from drafts, and 
situated on dry ground. A large 
open yard, apart from that occupied 
by other animals, should be attach- 
to their houses in every case. to al- 
low exercise. Too much confinement 
in overwarm, illy-ventilated or draft- 
ed stables is fatal to sucecss with 
sheep. On the other hand, comfor- 
table quarters, regular and liberal 
feeding, plenty of pure water and a 
sufficioney of salt will go far to en- 
suro their successful wintering and 
a strong crop of lambs in the spring. 
Very careful attention must be given 
at lambing time, but at other sea- 
sons comparatively little time need 
be spent in looking after the flock.

and equipment, and’ less 
labor in caring for them than almost 
any other class of live stock.

RNemarkable Cate in a Ho. pital av 
Paterson, N, J. 


A most remarkable example of the 
‘genius of modern surgery is seen in 
St. Joseph's Hospital at Paterson, 
N. J., where a patient is lying with 


Canning; a large proportion of his brain mis lands 


ising, an eye gouged from'its socket 
and the greater part of the frontal 
bone removed, and yet he is pro- 
nounced to be on the road to com- 
plete recovery. Through the sight- 
less eye socket the physicians are 
enabled to watch the pulsations ol 
ithe brain and yet the patient is not 
(aware that he has lost his eye, feels 
no pain or discomfort from the effect 
l a load of buckshot, fired through 
his brain, and only wonders when 
the doctors will remove the bandages 
and permit him to see the light 
again. 

The victim is a guide by occupa- 
tion, and has been accustomed

pearance of the mangled forehead and 
jeye was too much, and he fell in a 
swoon. On reghining consciousness, 
he hastily summoned another of the 
party, and together they impoverish- 
ed a sling in which the helpless hun- 
ter was conveyed to a small house 
on the mountain-side, while medical 
assistance was sought. After some 


hours a practitioner reached the spot 


‘and pronounced the wound fatal. He 
added. however, that something 
ahould be done as long as life last- 
ed, and made hurried preparations 
for his removal to the hospital, 
whore he now lies. The patient was 
placed on the operating table at 9.30 
on Wednesday night, while the acci- 
dent had occurred shortly after day- 
light on Tuesday morning. The oper- 
‘ation was performed without any 
hope of saving the man's life, but 
more in the interests of science, and 
on the insistence of the man who 
fired the shot that no effort should 
be spared in aid of his victim. 

The surgeons found that the buck- 
shot had torn a hole larger than a 
dollar in the scalp and passed 
through to the right eye socket, car- 
rying away the entire eye and frac- 
‘turing the forehead over the entire 
apace from the hair down to the 
bridge of the nose. Portions of the 
brain Were protruding, and it was 
found necessary to remove them, and 
there were also removed fifteen pice- 
es of splintered bone, one being as 
large as a half dollar. It is expect- 
ed that the calcium salts of the 
body will penetrate this mass, in 
time forming real bone. 

The patient is a tall, gaunt, 
strong Swede, Asa Paulison by 
name. He is 30 years of age, mar- 

ed and a good-looking man, of 
great intelligence, and has been a 
great. favorite among the hunters 
from Passiac and Paterson.

Be lin set the pace in the estab- 
lishment of commercial tehools for 
women. The Berlin chamber of 
commerce took the ground that the 
better young women are trained to 
fill bust es place, the better they 
will serve their omployers, and their 
remuneration and social standing 
will be improved. 

Th ee commercial schools for wom- 
en, With a total attendance of 800 
Students under the control of the 
chamber of commei:ce, have been 
orened in Berlin. The subjects 
taught are stenography, typewriting, 
Listory, bookkeeping, correspondence, 
commercial law, commercial ra- 
phy and other subjects that are like- 
ly to increase the efficiency of wom- 
en in busiress houses, - 

Many other cities have followed the 
example of Lerlin. Not a few ot 
the applrauts are rejected because 
they have not sufficient knowledge 
to take the courses or are under the 
requi ed age. Many of these gil 
are helped, if necessary, to take a 
longer course in the common schools 
t6 prepare them for the work of the 
commercial school. 

Te rchool in Cologne has 200 pup- 
11% and a museum containing many 
articles of mahufarture and matertals 
of commerce has been provided 
through the generosity of the mer- 
chante and manufacturers of the 
city. 

Sixty-+ix girl pupils are taking the 
course in the Duesseldorf commercial 
school. There are realy 500 stu- 
cents in the school at Munich. Cas- 
rel and reveral other cities have es- 
tablished similar schools, which are 
under the control either of the 
chamber of commerce or the munici- 
pality. 

Germany is thus endeavoring to 
educate and train gi ls as well as 
boys who ae secking to improve 
their besiness opportunities. Thus 
many of tie women of Germany also 
will be able to join the trained army 
of experts that has done so much 
toutexelop the commerce and indus- 
tries of the German empire.

States, as they used to be called, is 
impressed by this remarkable abund- 
ance of centenarians.

Looking at his gray beard you

Barbary States, live to incredible 
ages. Thero is one at Marakesh who 
is said to be over 150. 

His body is shrivelled up like a 
mummy's, hig face is the color of 
ashes, and the skin is drawn tightly 
over his cheek bones like the parch- 
ment on a drum. Yet his eyes are 
bright -d flerce, and he walks un- 
assisted every morning to the tomb, 
where he sits all day long to receive 
the offerings of the faithful and lis- 
ten to their petitions. 

The Sheikh of Glawa, a powerful 
Arab chieftain who is feudatory to 
the Sultan of Morocco, is consider- 
ably over 100, vet he still rules his 
tribe with a strong hand, and rides 
about his territory every day on 
horseback. Le is as straight as an 
arrow, and can ride and shoot bet- 
ter than many of his young warri- 
ors. 

He has led his tribe to war several 
times within the past few years. Not 
long ago he told an English visitor 
that he hoped to lead them against 
the French before he died. 

Centenarians are common enough 
throughout the topics, but nowhere 
else probably, are there so many as 
in these Barbary States, and no- 
where else do they display such un- 
natural youth and vigor. They puz- 
wile the French doctors in Algeria and 
Tunis, who often write learned mono- 
graphs on the subject, which only 
serve to deepon the mystery.

CARE OF THE EARS. 


Children’s Hearing Should Be 
Carefully Guarded. — 


In the proper care of the cars in 
childhood two ‘things have to be con- 
sitered—the local conditions of the 
cars, amd, what is equally important 
the -goneral state of the chila's 
tealth. ‘ 

As to the care of the ear itself, it 
must always be remembered that the 
hearing apparatus is a piece of very 
delicate mechanisin, no more auited 
to rough treatment than is the ball 
of tho eye. It can be oasily injured 
by the introduction of a foreign body 
or by a blow from the outvide. Small 
children sometimes push things into 
their ears by way of experiment. In 
this case the child's guardians should 
keep perfectly cool, and send for a 
physician ot once. The child must 
not be shaken and punished until the 
object is removed, and above all the 
nurse or mother must not grope for 
it with hairpin or tweovers, for that 
is the way to push it farther in, 
lor to wound or oven rupture the de.

Fetichism is recognized as an im- 
pediment to progress on the Congo. 
Just as the Congo State has made 
the crimes of slave raiding, cannibal- 
ism, and human sacrifices punishable 
with death, so it has placed the arts 
of the fetich doctor on the list of 
misdemeanors, and punishes these 
men when they are caught plying 
their trade. 

These fellows live by their wits. 
They keep alive faith in the efficacy 
of charms, ellef in witch craft, and 
many other harmful superstitions. 
Any one is likely to be accused of 
being a witch if ho happens to have 
property that is coveted by the 
chief or the ſetich doctor, or has in- 
curred the hatred of some one whom 
the fetich man desires to please. The 
natives believe that the person thus 
acused is a wizard; and when he 
takes the polson tost, and staggers 
and falls under the influence of the 
drag, his guilt Is considered as es- 
tablished, and the by-standers rush 
at him and beat him to death. 

Dr. Bentley, of the Baptist mis- 
gions, wrote a while ago that many 
hundreds of terrible stories of this 
kind with much variety of detail 
might early be collected. He told 
of a case on the Lower Congo where 
eighteen men were compelled to suf- 
fer denth because a fetich doctor ac- 
cused them of causing the death of 
six mon who had been drowned by 
the upsetting of their canoe. 

As fast as the influence of tbe 
State is extenced over its 
vast domain, the authorities are 
making much trouble for the fetich 
doctor by dimininishing his prestige 
and punishing bim for practising his 
art. So he regards white men as 
bis special enemies, and, if possible, 
stirs up the natives against them.

For that you 
can buy your lugger, stock her with 
a year’s provisions, pay your diver 
his advance money~-a kind of ‘retain- 
ing fee’—hire your three Malays from 
the agent and set out. 

“Some of the divers are Malays 
and some Japanese, but give me the 
little Jap all the time. Your diver, 
of course, is your most important 
man, for you remain above and ex- 
amine the shells while he is under 
the sea securing your harvest. fou 
pay him a hundred and fifty pounds 


as advance, money and twenty pounds 


every ton of shell he brings up. His 
work is exceedingly dangerous, hence 
the heavy advance. At the best his 
life is short, and sometimes the first 
plunge ends him. He has to work 
at great depths, and the weight of 
water may kill him at any time. I 
knew one man whose diver was done 
for the first time he went below. The 
doctor said a blood vesel in the 
head had broken under pressure. ‘The 
owner lost his hundred and fifty 
pounds, of course, 

“There is some danger from sharks 
but not so much as you would 
think, although sharks do abound in 
these waters. The divers take their 
knives down with them, and their 
dress scems to warn off the sharks. 
But I remember one case where the 
diver’s signals ceased and the Malays 
pulled up the lire. They found the 
diver’s clothes ripped up and only

STONES THAT ARE ALIVE. 


The most curious specimens of vege- 
table or plant life in existence are 
the so-called living stones“ of the 
Falkland Islands, Those islands are 
among the most cheerless spots in 
the world, being constantly subject- 
ed to a strong polar wind. In such 
a climate it, is impossible for trees to 
grow erect, as they do in other 
countries, but nature has made 
amends by furnishing a supply of 
wood in the most curious shape im- 
aginable. The visitor to the Falk- 
lands sees acattered here and there 
singular shaped blocks of what ap- 
pear to be weather-beaten and moss- 
covered boulders in various sizes, At- 
tempt to turn one of these boulders 
over and you will meet with an actu- 
al surprise, becauee the stone is ac- 
tually anchored‘ by roots of great 
strength; in fact, you will find that 
you are fooling with one of the na- 
tive trees. No other country in the 
world has such a peculiar forest“ 
growth, and it is said to be next 
to impossible to work the odd shaped 
blocks into fuel, because the wood 
is perfectly devoid of grain and ap- 
pears to be a twisted mass of woody 
fibres.

HALF-MINUTE ERERCISES. 
Draw in as much breath as you 


conveniently can, then count as long 


as possible in a slow and audible 
voice without drawing in more 
breath.

Children's Hearing Should Be 
Carefully Guarded. 


In the proper care of the ears in 
childhood two things have to be con- 
ridered—the local conditiona of the 
ears, and, what is equally important 
the genoral state of the chiki’s 
health. 

As te the care of the ear itself, it 
must always be remembered that the 
hearing apparatus is a piece of very 
delicate mechanism, no more suited 
to rough treatment than is the ball 
of the eye.

Do you know 
anything about the water supply of 
London and other big cities?

In such a spirit he and his son 
Habibullah administered the law un- 
til they tamed the Afghans, suppres- 
sing a hundred rebollions in the pro- 
cess. Then they were able to make 
the laws milder and introduce educa- 
tion, civilization and Western arts 
and industries, until to-day Afghan- 
istan is far and away the most pro- 
gressive and enlightened of all Mos- 
lem States. 

From his youth upward Habibullah 
has been a hardworking, patriotic 
Prince. Once Abdur Rahman was 
obliged to go to Turkestan for two 
years to put down a rebellion. Dur- 
ing that time he left Habibullah, 
then a young man, at Kabul as Re- 
gent. While the father was fighting 
in the field the son ruled the country 
with justice and wisdem. One day 
he had the ehance to show the stuff 
of which he was made.

The old Ameor applauded the an- 
wer and said that his son was fit 
to be a ruler and a King. 

The procedure of trials before Habi- 
bullah was simple and patriarchal. 
There were no lawyers and none of 
the law's dolays. Anybody who 
wanted to see him had simply to 
walk into his court and state his 
case. The beggar and the Prince 
Were cqual before his throne of jus- 
tice. Both stood shoulder to 
shoulder before him and stated their 
grievances for his judgment.

Sho is a wo- 
man of royal blood, and theught 
that her son had a superior right to 
the throne, Habibullah’s mother hav- 
ing been simply the handmaiden = of 
one of the other Queens. She is a 
remarkable woman. Once, in ber 
youth, a revolt broke out in Kabul 
while the Ameer Was away. She 
left the harem, dressed herself as a 
soldier, put herself at the head of 
the loyal troops, and led the charge 
which won the day. When the Ameer 
hurried back he found that she had 
hanged the principal rebels, restored 
law and order, and gone back to 
the harem. Ho gave her a jewelled 
sword as a reward. 

Naturally such a woman would 
fight hard for what she considered 
to be the rights of her son. She 
did all she could in honor to bar 
Habibullah from the succession. 
Some of her supporters vried several 
times to assassinate him, but with- 
out ber sanction. 

Once, some of them told her of a 
plot they had made to poison him. 
Sho instantly revealed it to the 
Ameor, and they died a very unpleas- 
ant death. 

On another occasion, a mullah nam- 
ed Kishmash, who was employed by 
the Ameor as a spy and belonged to 
the Sultana’s party, made a false 
report that Habibullah was plotting 
against his father. The Sultana 
helped to prove the charge untrue, 
and the unhappy Kishmash was 
blown from a gun. 

Halima played a straight hand and 
lost. From an Oriental standpoint 
Habibullah ought to have murdered 
her and her son when he came to the 
throne. That would have been play- 
ing the game according to the tra- 
ditions of Afghan politics. 

BUT HE IS CHIVALROUS. 
He maintains her in equal dignity 
with his own Queen, and has made 
her son, though still little more than 
a boy, the head of the State offices— 
a position of great importance in 
Afghanistan.

New Yenr's Customs in Wales, 


One of the most universal of all New 
Year's customs among the Welsh people 
and one around which there cluster mor 
popular superstitions than are to be found 


associated with any other, is that of hay: |

This wa) 
done by both the Celtic and Germanic na 
tions many centuries ago, and the ~— 
Ideas and superstitions which the Wels! 
peasantry associate with the custom ar 
derived from these peoples add have lost 
nothing in the ages that have elapsed aince 
it was flrat practised. 

The Welsh invest the fires which they 
light on New Year's eve with a 
sacred character. They intend these fires 
both to light the spirit of the old year on 
its passage and to greet with cheerful we! 
come the coming of the new. In propor 
tion as these fires are large and bright or 
small and dull, as they are kindled readily 
or with difficulty and as they burn ly 
or briskly, so, it is said, will be

EDISON DOUBTS RADIUM, 


Does wet Think it is a Really 
} Valuable Discovery. 


Thomas A. Edison doos not look 
upon the new metal radium as a re- 
ally valuable discovery that promises 
to add much of practical value to the 
sum of human knowledge. Mr. Edi- 
son ia particularly sceptical regard- 
ing the theory that this new met 
can be used to cure human ills. Some 
of the New York physicians have 
been making experiments with radi- 
um to restore the sight of a girl who 
has been blind for years, Mr. Edi- 
son says the radium mikht make an 
impression on the optic nerve, pro- 
vided that nerve had not been de- 
stroyed, but he thought the use of 
radium in pathology was attended 
with even greater risk than that ac- 
companying the use of the Rocntgen 
rays. 

Mr. Edison went on to tell why he 
did not think that radium would ac- 
complish what was hoped for it in 
the cure of blindness- 

In the first place,“ said he, we 
have a seemingly unstable element 
that is constantly giving off particles 
of itself—that is it is bombarding 
nearby objects with minute particles, 
which are propelled through the air 
at the rate of 1,000 miles a second. 
Now, somé effect is bound to take 
place upon an object that falle with- 
in the zone of this bombardment. 
The effect upon the human flesh 18 
similer to that produced by the 
Roentgen rays. A form of decom- 
position sets in and the tissues are 
destroyed, leaving a wound similar 
to a burn. Yet this wound is not 
like a burn, for it will not heal. 

“Apparently the Roentgen rays and 
the radium possesses in them- 
selves something which tends to de- 
stroy that element in the human 
body which rebuilds and heals after 
an injury. This characteristic is 
apparently totally destroyed in the 
region which has been exposed. Na- 
ture makes a desperate effort to re- 
pair the damage, but by and by the 
resources of the affected limb are 
exhausted and loss of the member

MAKING BUTTER. 

The cows from which we derive our 
milk supply are composed mostly of 
the Jersey breed, writes B. J. Young. 
They are not on a whole registered 
In the morning 
the stock is fed upon grain, wheat 
bran and cottonsed meal. This ia 
fed before milking. It is better to 
feed silage after milking. This gives 


an opportunity for the odor which 


silage creates to pase away before 
milking time. Tt has also been 
found preferable to feed the silage at 
night, as it contains a great deal 
of water. If silage is fed in the 
morning the cows will not drink as 
much water as when fed on dry ra- 


tions, at night it docs not make so 


much difference. 


A mess, or one feed, constitutes 
and 
cottonseed meal, and about one-half 
bushel silage per cow. This is the 
morning ration. The cows procure 
water from buckets, supplied with 
pure running spring water. The 
stock is groomed dally, ; 
careful but thorough carding. 
era preparing for duty should 
in clean clothing, and above all else 
work thoroughly. They should have 
a clean cloth or soft brush with 
which to give the udder a thorough 
cleaning 

BEFORE MILKING. 


Cans should not be allowed to 
stand in the stable to take on the 
odors arising, but in the open air. 
As soon as a can is filled it should 
be placed in the milk house, especi- 
ally in summer. The milk house 
should be located far enough from 
the barns ego it cannot be contamin- 
ated by the foul odors from the 
yards. The condition of the cana is 
an important factor in good milk. 
They should be thoroyghly scalded 
and kept clean and bright. Morning 
and night’s milk should never be 


i 


if 


mixed unless nearly of the same tem- 


perature; as it gives a bad flavor 
and causes the lactic acid germ to 
develop rapidly. 

Milk should be taken to the cream- 
ery in a clean spring wagon, amd 
not one used for hauling manure and 
like matter on the farm. In sum- 
mer the cans should be covered with 
a good canvas or blanket, and in 
winter, to protect the fluid from the 
frost, it should be likewise covered. 

TEMPERATURE AND SALTING. 

At the creamery, as strict care 
must be taken. Employees should 
wear clean white suits. The weigh- 
ing can should be thoroughly clean- 
ed, as should also the receiving vat, 
etc. We use a separator; the milk 
being heated to a temperature of 
78 degrees. The cream is run from 
the separator into a pasteurizer at 
a tomperature of 150 degrees. The 
skimmed milk is pumped upstairs in- 
to casine vats. The cream is run 
from the pasteurizer into the cream 
vats, where is added 10 per cent. of 
starter, made from a reliable butter 
culture. The cream is set to ripen 
at a temperature of 72 degrees, and 
held at this temperature until the 
proper amount of lactic acid is de- 
veloped. It is then cooled to a tem- 
peraturo of 54 degrees by placing ice 
Water beneath the vat. 

It is now ready for the combined 
churn and worker. Before filling, the 
churns are thoroughly rinsed with 
to prevent the cream 
from adhering to the sides, The 
churn after being filled is started and 
is in continual motion until the but- 
ter is in granular form the size of 
a kernel of wheat. The chürn is 
then stopped and the buttermilk re 
moved. The butter is then sprayed 
with water of the same temperature 
at which the churning was done. Af- 
ter the water has been drained, salt 
should be sprimkled over the butter 
{about five pounds salt to 1,000 
pounds butter), after which enough 
water is added to allow the butter 
to float. The churn is then revolved 
soveral times on slow gear, after 
which the water is drained off and 

THE SALTING COMMENCES. 

I use three.fourths ounce salt to 
one pound butter. Three hours is 
consumed in working the butter, this 
time being necessary to allow the 
salt to properly dissolve, During 
this process the brine should be al- 
lowed to drain frequently. In pack- 
ing, the tubs should be washed thor- 
oughly, steamed and soaked in 
brine. Salt should be sprinkled 
around the sides and bottom of the 
tubs, after which a paper liner that 
has been previously wet in brine is 
placed in position. The tubs being 
ready, the butter is packed and ready 
for the train. In using butter color, 
I,do not have any stipulated amount 
for general use, but prepare my but- 
ter to suit my customers. 

About 390 cans of milk are receiv- 
ed by us daily. Contracts are made 
with farmers yearly.

This can be explained only by the 
fact that the neighborhood of the 
boiling lake of Pominica ia difficult 
of access. The lake was discovered 
by an Englishman, Dr. Nichols, who 
organized an expedition to explore 
the unknown part of the island. 

One day his litile party was clam- 
bering up a mountain. They snd- 
denly came upon evidences of sulphur 
and a moment later stood looking 
;} down inte a crater which was filled 
with bol ing water. 

Stifling vapors robe from the agi- 
tated surface, rumblings of thunder 
came from the subterranean regions, 
amd near the center of the little lake, 
where the water was most Wiolently 
disturbed, the furious boiling lifted 
the apriace ten or twelve feet above 
the general level. The lake was con- 
tantly fed by several small brooks 
that po from the hights above 
the crator. 

Mr. SterneFadelle says that the 
lake is still boiling. It has been 
found to be at an altitude of 2,490 
meters above sea level. In form it 
is elliptical, 

When it is filled with water it ts 
about 200 feet long and less than 
feet wide. Its depth is un- 
known. An attempt to touch  bot- 
tom Was made thirty feet from the 
Water's edge, where, at a depth of 
195 teet, no bottom was reported. 

The water is not always in move- 
ment. At certain times the surface 
is calm and gistens brilliantly under 
the rays of the sun. 

At other times it is violently agi- 
jtated and boils away, exactly like a 
big teakettle. But, instead of the 


lsinging that accompanies the ebulli- 


tions im the kettle, the boiling fluid 
in this cauldron is accompanied by 
the gruffest and most unpleasant do- 
‘tenations. Little waves roll up on 
the narrow shelf or sandy beach 
which is covered with a scum of sul 


phor.
